W hile the Y. *f. 
C.

is 
a , 
“young m en’s'’ 
organization, 
its 
w ork does not w ait for m aturity to 
begin. 
E very w ell ordered Y build- 
j 
ing in the present day provides for 
its Boys’ D epartm ent as generous- 
j 
ly as io r men. 
Sanfa A na’s new building 
ha s ! 
given over the e ntire Sycam ore 
street side of the first floor to the 
boys’ work . 
A gre at social lobby, j 
just as big as the one provided for 
m en, w ill welcom e the boys to the 
building. 
The se cre tarie s’ offices, i 
which w ill be used by the tw o se c -: 
retaries, Janies A. McDill and T. j 
P. McKee, are a t one end of the 
lobby, and the physical d irector’s ! 
office opens a t the side. T he lobby 
w ill have am ple provision of gam es 
and reading m a tte r for the boys, | 
and will becom e the center of their 
activities. 
B ut the re st of the facilities will 
be used by the boys, also, a t hours 
provided on a schedule. T here will
